BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCWA43.143.005 and 1989 1st ex.s. ¢ 2 s 8 are each anended
to read as foll ows:

(1) Washington’s coastal waters, seabed, and shorelines are anong
the nost valuable and fragile of its natural resources.

(2) Ccean and marine-based industries and activities, such as
fishing, aquaculture, tourism and marine transportation have pl ayed a
major role in the history of the state and wll continue to be
inportant in the future. ((G-her—ndustries—and—activities—sueh—as

weH—))
(3) Washington’s coastal waters, seabed, and shorelines are faced
with conflicting use denands. Sone uses mmy pose unacceptable

environnental or social risks at certain tines.

£5))) The state of Washington has primary jurisdiction over the
managenent of coastal and ocean natural resources wthin three mles of
its coastline. From three mles seaward to the boundary of the two
hundred mle exclusive economc zone, the United States federal
government has primary jurisdiction. Since protection, conservation,
and devel opnent of the natural resources in the exclusive econom c zone
directly affect Washi ngton’s econony and environnent, the state has an
i nherent interest in how these resources are nanaged.

Sec. 2. RCW43.143.010 and 1995 ¢ 339 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The purpose of this chapter is to articulate policies and
establish guidelines for the exercise of state and |ocal nmanagenent
authority over Washington's coastal waters, seabed, and shorelines.

(2) There shall be no |leasing of Washington's tidal or submerged
| ands extending from nmean high tide seaward three mles along the
Washi ngton coast from Cape Flattery south to Cape D sappoi ntnent, nor
in Gays Harbor, WIlapa Bay, and the Colunbia river downstream from
the Longview bridge, for purposes of oil or gas exploration,
devel opnent, or production ((uAtHH—at—teast—3uly—1—2000—buringthe

43143-0630)) .

(3) Wien conflicts arise anong uses and activities, priority shall
be given to resource uses and activities that will not adversely inpact
renewabl e resources over uses which are likely to have an adverse
i npact on renewabl e resources.

(4) It is the policy of the state of Washington to actively
encourage the conservation of liquid fossil fuels, and to explore
avai | abl e net hods of encouragi ng such conservati on.

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(5) It is not currently the intent of the legislature to include
recreational uses or currently existing comercial uses involving
fishing or other renewable marine or ocean resources within the uses
and activities which nust neet the planning and review criteria set
forth in RCW 43. 143. 030. It is not the intent of the |egislature
however, to permanently excl ude these uses fromthe requirenents of RCW
43. 143.030. If information becones avail abl e which i ndi cates that such
uses should reasonably be covered by the requirenents of RCW
43.143. 030, the permtting governnment or agency may require conpliance
wi th those requirenments, and appeal s of that decision shall be handl ed
t hrough the established appeal s procedure for that permt or approval.

(6) The state shall participate in federal ocean and narine
resource decisions to the fullest extent possible to ensure that the
deci sions are consistent with the state’s policy concerning the use of
t hose resources.
